FLE-FREE RENO 
By TOM FRLEY 


Reno, Nevada, long famed as tho 


divorce 
capitol 
of 
the 
United 


States, may soon attain notoriety 
of another sort. There's an unveri 
lied story abroad that dogs living 
in Reno do not have fleas! 


For some reason or reasons 


seems that, without recourse to any 
legal maneuvers, fleas and dogs 
are incompatible in Reno, sound 
grounds for "divorce" At any rate 
fleas "bug out" in Reno. 


The theory of some animal ex 


perts is that the phenomenon i 
due to a combination of things 
such as altitude, crisp dry air ahi 
the nature of the soil. 


All this is very fine for the dogs 


living in Reno. But. there 
are 


among the millions of dog owners 
in the rest of thej country, those 
who have no motive to visit o: 
take up residence in -Reno Fo 
them, however, there are tried anc 
practical methods of ridding thei 
pets of fleas. 


One of the most effective and ei 


ficient methods is to dust the dog 
with flea powder containing 5 to 10 
per cent DDT. The label will tell 
whether the powder includes the 
specified amount. 


The simplest way to powder the 


dog is to stand him on spread-out 
newspapers, and then, starting be- 
hind the ears, dust the powder into 
his coat so that it sifts through the 
hair down to the skin. Then turn 
him on his back and sprinkle the 
chest and abdomen. 


If the weather permits, do the 


dusting outside, .because the min- 
ute he's loose he'll shake furiously. 
Wait an hour, then give him a 
thorough combing and brushing to 
remove excess powder and dead 
fleas. 
A dampened 
c l o t h or 


chamois will take off any remain- 
ing powder.
